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Paradoxically as it may seem, the academic year 1953-54 in the College and 
Schools was one both of transition and consolidation - for over all the activities 
of the very complex institution it has become has hung the shadow of the new college 
building yet to be. Consolidation = because within the limitions imposed by space 
and budget, new courses have been established and new faculty members appointed to 
round out the offerings of various academic departments,and important adjustments lave ben 
made in the administrative staff; transition = because the continued growth of the 
college and all its schools continues to make demands upon the institution for changes 
in curriculum and increased accommodation even while planning for the occupancy of 
a new college building is occupying the attention of the staff. 


The college itself (the Faculties of Arts, Science and Commerce) continues 
to grow faster than the other units, so that it now enrolls more than 56% of the 
students in the total institution, and provides more than 74.5% of the total budget. 
The college is making an increasingly important contribution to both the industrial 
and professional life of this city, and there is growing up an increasingly important 
relationship between the college and the life of the community in general. Graduates 
of the College, at the rate of nearly 300 per year, are taking their places in the 
professions and in Montreal's commercial and industrial life; well over 200 teachers 
of the elementary and high schools of this city are continuing their education in the 
Evening Division; and a steadily increasing number of firms are referring employees 
to the college for training and assisting them in the payment of tuition fees. 


This also is true of the Evening Schools, which continue to serve the 
community in general and continue to show growth in registration - although not to 
the same extent as in the Evening College. The Evening High School in particular 
should be mentioned in this regard, having grown to a school of almost 1500 students 
this year, from one of only 246 twenty years ago. ' 


Toward the close of the academic year, the contract was let for the new 
building and the work of demolition and excavation actually begun. Present 
indications are that the move into the new structure may take place early in the 
year 1956. 


REGISTRATION 


The academic year 1953-54 saw continued growth in registration in most 
of the units of the College and Schools, but particularly in the Evening College. 
The distribution of the year's cumulative registration is given in Table I, and 
reveals a total enrollment of 6827 in the winter term, from October to May, compared 
with 6558 the previous year. The evening students were distributed in a total of 


501 classes. 
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Table II also reveals a Summer Session of 1927 students in 1954, compsred 
with 1913 the previous year. 


The steady growth of enrollment and demand upon the facilities of the 
College and Schools over the past thirty years is shown in Table III and IV.

Thiry years ago the institution which had just became known as Sir George 
Williams College, was confined only to its Schools and enrolled about 600 students in 
all units. Last year it registered 6827 students in the College as well as its Schools. 
(Not revealed by these statistics, is the fact that an increasing proportion of these 
students each year is undergraduate as opposed to partial or "single course" students. 
Of this latter group, moreover, an increasing numberare already graduates of other 
colleges and universities.

STUDENT BODY 


As in past years,the evening student body was made up of employees of a 
variety of firms throughout the city. More than 126 firms had five or more 
employees enrolled in the College and Schools. While all types of occupation were 
represented, more than half of the students were in some sort of commercial job, with 
a somewhat lesser number in industrial pursuits. This probably reflects the growth 
of the Commerce Faculty in the College, which has been developing rapidly in recent 
years. 


The age range of evening students was from 15 to 55, with 50% of the student 
body being between 18 and 24 years of age. In spite of the increase of new Canadians 
on the student rolls, more than 5000 were born in Canada and about 300 in the United 
Kingdom. 


THE SCHOOL OF RETAILING 


The list of schools operating in the institution was added to during the 
year by a School of Retailing, which was developed in close co-operation with a group 
of retail stores in the city. The establishment of the School was studied with a 
committee of personnel people representing the Retail Stores and the curriculum drawn 
up with their co-operation. 


While the School enrolled only 21 students, its whole establishment and 
conduct was typical of the desire of Sir George Williams College to co-operate with 
and be related to local commerce and industry. 


THE OTHER SCHOOLS 


The earliest School in the Sir George Williams group is the Business 
School with its day and evening divisions dating back to 1873. It was established as 
an adult educational venture by the late D.A. Budge, and can lay some claim to being 
the oldest Business School in the city. 


The Evening High School was for many years the only graded evening high 
school in the city. It is no longer such but continues to expand in its service to 
youth and older people in the metropolitan area. The curriculum is set up to cover, 
in five years, the usual four-year course to high school graduation and college 
entrance. 


With the Evening High School is associated the Evening Elementary School, 
an elementary school for adults offering the last three grades of elementary school 
and still providing a valuable service in spite of the generally longer school life 
in the day schools of the city. 
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The School of Art, with its day and evening divisions, offers full-time 
instruction or leisure time training in a subject which can become either a cultural 
hobly or a professional occupation. The curriculum of this School has undergone 
rather complete revision during the past two years, a revision which is still in 
progress. 


THE PLANT 


During the academic year 1953-54, the College and Schools operated in the 
main Central Y.M.C.A. building and five other buildings or annexes. These annexes 
were adapted for the purpose and will serve only until the new college building is 
available for use. 


The annexes were as follows: 

Stanley Street Annex - The former Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue. 

Art School Annex - The third floor of the Berner=Palmer Building. 

Drummond St. Annex = The pair of double houses at 1474-1480 Drummond St. 

Colley Hall - At the Salvation Army Citadel. 

Q Annex - A house at 1431 Drummond Street, which has since 
been demolished with other buildings to make room 
for the new College Building. 


Two additional annexes have had to be provided for the academic year 1954-55 
to replace this Q annex until the facilities of the new building are available. 


In spite of valiant efforts to provide facilities to meet the full demand, 
the College and Schools must continue to refuse many applicants for evening education. 
It was estimated that upwards of 500 individual students were turned away in 1953-54. 


In addition, it is impossible for the college to conduct such activities as 
short term courses and institutes, special lectures and the like, upon which many 
evening colleges specialize. 


THE STAFF 


More important than buildings is the instructional and administrative staff 
of aneducational institution. Sir George Williams College and Schools in 1953-54 
was conducted by a total working force of 343 persons, 74 of them full-time and 269 
part-time. 


Both the College and Schools continue to depend in large measure upon part- 


time instructors. For example, 100% of the instruction in the Evening High School 
and the Evening Elementary School is done by part-time teachers. In the College 
itself (the Faculties of Arts, Science and Commerce) 60% of the classes in the 
Evening Division and 40% of those in the Day Division are taught by part-time 
instructors. This system is by no means entirely detrimental to the institution, 
and too much credit cannot be given to the large numbers of men and women who have 
contributed, at relatively low rates of remuneration, to the instruction of 
thousands of evening students over the years. 


TRAINING LEADERS FOR THE Y.M.CoA. 





As part of the Montreal Y.M.C.A., the College is attempting to do its 
full share in the training of professional leaders for the Canadian movement. During 
the year, it had in attendance some 30 "Fellowship Students" who were following a 
selected Arts course, recommended by the training programme of the National Councils 
of United States and Canada, and obtaining apprenticeship work experience with the 
other branches of the Montreal Y.M.C.A. 


In addition, the College co-operated with the National Council's Y.M.C.A. 
Training School at Lake Couchiching, Ontario, to the extent of sponsoring two 
courses, having two members of its faculty act as teachers, and its Dean Hall act as 
Dean of the Summer School. 


COUNSELLING DEPARTMENT 


The College and its Schools continue to expand the use made of their Student 
Counsellor's department. Counselling is considered a major duty of all of its 
administrative and instructional officers, but special provision for this service is 
provided for in its Student Counsellor's Department, which was staffed in 1953-54 
by three full-time counsellors, three part-time interviewers and e part-time 
psychiatrist. 


The value of this assistance to troubled students is inestimable, and is 
one way the College reveals its concern for the growth of persons in its educational 
programme» 


The remedial or corrective reading programme conducted by the Counsellor's 


Department during the year was of great value to students lacking in this importent 
skill, and attracted a great deal of attention outside the College itself. 


FINANCING THE COLLEGE AND SCHOOLS 





The College and Schools operate within the budget fremework of the Montreal 
Y.M.C.A. The deficits of the College are met by an appropriation from the 
Metropolitan Joint Fund, which in turn is dependent upon the annual Maintenance 


Campaign of the Montreal Y.M.C.4A. 


In spite of rigid budgetary restrictions, the College managed to conclude 
the fiscal year 1953, on December 31, with a small balance after receiving its 
allocation from the Metropolitan Joint Fund. 


Following the close of the fiscal year 1953, but within the academic year 
1953-54, the Legislature of the Province of Quebec granted to the College two 
amounts of $72,000 each, for the academic years 1952-53 and 1953-54, which have 
assisted considerably in budgeting for the current academic year. 


CONVOCATION 


The annual Convocation of the College was held on June Ath at St. James 
United Church. On that occasion, Mr. Justice R.L. Kellock was the speaker and a 
total of 282 Bachelors degrees,31 Associate diplomas and 6 Diplomas in Association 
Science was awarded, together with other prizes and certificates. 


THE FUTURE 


Many problems of administration and supervision beset the College. It 
would not be natural if these were to cease to do so. But most of these 
difficulties represent opportunities for improved and expanded service to students - 
service to young people"though the medium of formal education and its related 
extra curricular activities". 


Customarily the staff has a tendancy to look to the new building for the 
solution of all such problems and the provision of all such services. But this 
is a mistake. The new building, however badly it is needed and however grateful we 
may be to those who have made it possible, will not mean the cessation of problems. 
It will, it is true, provide the solution of some problems, but others will arise, 
each one of them bringing with it another opportunity for service and another means 
of concerning ourselves with the genuine growth of persons.
